Dux office of Commissioner of the Division was held throughout the greater 
rt of the year by Mr. F. R. Oockerell, the present Commissioner, Lord 
Dliok Browne, who has compiled this report, only taking charge upon the 10th 
March 1876; but the Lieutenant-Governor observes that the report, in spite 
of the difficulties under which it has been prepared, is well arranged and full 
of much’ interesting information. Lord Ulick Browne expresses the obliga- 
tions he is undem to the district Officers for their reports, especially to the 
Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling and the Magistrates of Rungpore and

It will be seen that the rainfall was generally below the average, and this 
was especially the case during the critical months of September and October. 
In Maldah, Rajshahye, Pubna, and Darjeeling, however, a full average rice 
crop was reaped; and in Bogra and Julpigoree also there was a fair harvest. 
It was only in Dinagepore and Rungpore that, owing to the early cessation 
of the rains, the late rice harvest was a bad one; and in the northern part of 
Dinagepore the failure was so considerable that for a time apprehensions 
were entertained that another period of scarcity was impending. ‘Ihe general 
outturn of other crops, however, especially of jute, was good. 

4. The year was an unhealthy one, and cholera was especially prevalent ? 
in the districts of Rungpore, Maldah, and Pubna. The Magistrate of R 
estimates that there were about 15,000 deaths from cholera in his district. The 
following observations of Mr. Rees, the Magistrate and Collector of Pubna, in 
regard to the public health, are of importance. He writes—“ I fear that natural 
causes are at work to render Pubna progressively more unhealthy. The rivers and 
streams which intersected the district have rapidly silted up. Originally open 
throughout the year, they have in many places become almost level with, and 
undistinguishable from, the plains they used to water, and they dry up as soon 

.as the annual inundation subsides. Otherseof more pretensions, s as the 
Bural, the Echamuttee, and the Attrai, are navigable for boats of any size from 
July till September, but soon shrink until nothing but stagnant is are to 
be found in their sandy beds, and this silting process seems to advance more 
rapidly year by year.” The Lieutenant-Governor apprehends that there is 
much truth in these remarks, and the attention of the Pablic Works Depart- 
ment in the Irrigation Branch will be immediately called to the matter. 


5. The material condition of the people is described as being generally 
prosperous and progressive. The advances of grain made during the famine 
have been almost entirely recovered in Bogra: in Dinageporeand in parts of 
Rungpore, where the people are poorer, and the harvests of the year were less. 
plentiful, the recovery of the advances has been less steady and rapid, It is 
pointed out that in Kajshahye the rearers of the silk-worms, who have to pay 
high rates of rent for the land in which they grow mulberry, are suffering 
from the continued depression in the silk trade. On the whole, however, the

than indigo. The area under cultivation with tea has increased. In Dar- 
watieger yee mray the early cessation of the rains, there-was the large 
of 686,988tbs in the outtuen of tea over the crop of the previous year, 
although, as is a matter of notoriety, this increase of quantity was obtained at 
the sacrifict of quality. The attention of all persons connected with tea in Dar- 
jeeling appears to be thoroughly roused to the danger that threatens the industry, 
unless tea of a better quality can be made. The present season’s returns 
_ have already shown an improvement, and the prices obtained have from various 
reasons been higher than they have been for some years past. The cultiva- 
tion of tea is also being largely extended in the Western Dooars of #he Julpi- 
goree district, and promises to be very successful and remunerative. No 
difficulty is encountered in procuring labor, as the Pahareeas from Darjeeling 
and the Dhangurs from Chota Nagpore come to the gardens for employment 
in large numbers. 


7. The section of the Commissioner’s report on Trade and Commerce is 
interesting, particularly the extract from the Collector of Pubna’s report regard- 
ing the relation of Serajgunge and Goalundo as rival marts. Mr. Rees 
observes—“ It will suffice to remark that large quantities of country produce 
(jute, tobacco, oil-seeds, and rice) are brought down the Juboona, Phuljore, 
Bural, and Oora Sagor rivers, and as a ruleare transhipped at one of a number 
of marts in the eastern portion of the district into large boats for transport 

to Calcutta and elsewhere The head-quarters of this important business 
Xe is Serajgunge, which collects and re-distributes the produce of an immense 
area. In return, this emporium receives for distribution, over a less consider- 
able area, piece-goods, salt, iron, and domestic utensils of brass and bell metal. 
At the close of the year 1874-75 there was reason for believing that a consi- 
derable portion of this trade would leave Serajgunge and other marts in Pubna. 
Many of the petty traders had commenced the practicé of taking their cargoes 
in small boats past Serajgunge to Goalundo. Since, however, the spur at 
-Goalundo has been washed away, a feeling of insecurity has arisen, and the 
former practice is still adhered toasarule. * * * The year hgs been a decidedly 
good one for commerce. The trade in tobacco seems to be on the increase, and 
likely in the future to become considerable.” An European firm has lately 
been established at Ghoramara in Rungpore, the head-quarters of tobacco 
cultivation in Bengal, to manufacture tobacco into cigars, and also as an agent 
to collect jute for the Serajgunge mills. The rice exports from the division 
have- been less tharf usual owing to the partial failure of the crop. 
8. Lord Ulick Browne reports that the new sub-divisions of Kurigram and 
. in Rungpore have been found especially useful and are much appre- 
ciated by the people. The usefulness of la subordinate executive establish- 
ments of Sab-Deputies and Cunoongoes is dwelt upon in all the district reports. 
- Mr. D’Oyly, who is a very experienced Magistrate, observes on this subject as 
follows :—“ The establishment of the Subordinate Executive Service has been 
of the greatest help to district and sub-divisional officers, and I have no hesita- 
tion in pronouncing it a decided success. In settlement work, collection of 
statistics, enquiries in execution of decree cases, management of khas mehals, 
and in miscellaneous revenue work, the Sub-Deputies and Canoongoes have 
been of great use.” 
* 9. The most important measure in connection with the collection of 
statistics has been the organised istration of the boat traflic. On this 
subject Mr. Rees, the Magistrate of Pubna, remarks—‘ Nothing proves more 
clearly the complete success of our endeavour to carry out the orders of 
ov t than the fact that the boatmen now come willingly to give the

10. There was no new outbreak of illefeeling between the landlords and 
tenants in Paubna during the year. Both sides, it is alleged, hope to derive much 
benefit from the measure Which has recently passed through the 
Council, and the ryots are said to be ially elated with the prospect of 
securing a form of summary justice. be remarks of Mr. Nolan on the 
general subjett, showing the inadequacy of existing arrangements to deal with 
any serious agrarian disputes, will meet with due consideration from Govern- 
ment. 

11. There has been a considerable increase in the excise revenue of the 
year, accompanied by a satisfactory decrease in the consumption of most 
excisable articles, and especially of ganjah, the most deleterious of all Indian 
drugs. Ganjah is produced in the Rajshahye, Bogra, and Dinagepore districts, 
and in those districts exclusively, and it is necessary to be very careful in this 
division not to raise the price so highly as to drive the people to smuggling and 
illicit production. The stamp revenue also shows an increase, chiefly under 
the head of court fee stamps. The Commissioner alludes to the fraudulent 
practices that have been brought to light in connection with these stamps in 
this division as elsewhere in Bengal. 

12. Rapid progress has been made in the construction of the main line of 
the Northern Bengal State Railway. The judicious action that has been taken 
by the Engineer-in-Chief, Major Lindsay, has allayed the objections that were ¥ 
raised by the people on the ground that the line was insufficiently furnished with 
crossings and bridges, and these matters have been arranged by the Collectors 
of districts in communication with the Railway officers. The principal roads 
in the division are stated to be in tolerably fair order. 

18. The Commissioner observes that the district officers say little 
regarding the important point of the conduct of zemindars towards their ryots. 
In Dinagepore the resident zemindars are described as being inclined to’ 
assist education, and from Rungpore the report is favorable. The muni- 
ficence of Rajah Promotho Nath Roy of Diggaputtea in Rajshahye in offering 
the large sum of one lakh and a half of rupees for the proposed Rajshahye 
college has been suitably acknowledged by Government.

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RESOLUTION ON THE ANNUAL ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF 
THE COMMISSIONER OF THE ORISSA DIVISION FOR 
THE YEAR 1875-76. 


GENERAL DEPARTMENT,—MISCELLANEOUS.—No. 2427. 
Calcutta, the \st September 1876 
Reap— 
The Annual Administration Report of the Commissioner of the Orissa Division for the 
year 1575-76. 

The Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges the value of this report, which 
shows indications throughout of Mr. RKavenshaw’s knowledge of Orissa, and of 
his thoughtful solicitude for the interests of the people under his charge. 

2. An account is given of a temporary inundation in the Balasore 
district, and of a destructive and extraordinary whirlwind in April at a place 
abput twenty miles due west of Balasore town, but the damage caused on these 
occasions was loval, and the year may be described as being generally pros- 
perous. Tho rainfall was timely ; sufficient showers in April-and May favour- 
ing cultivation, while the “ golden rains” of September and October matured, 
a magnificent crop of rice. The succeeding months were rainless, and there- 
fore unfavourable to the cultivation of the cold-weather crops. 


8. Orissa bas now had a favourable harvest of rice for several years 
im succession, and the export trade in rice, which is supplemented by an 
importation of piece-goods and other necessaries, is rapidly extending. The 









circumstances of the people are in consequence undoubtedly improving year 
by year. It is stated that earthenware bas been almost completely replaced t 
brass as a material for domestic utensils; that the stock of metal ornai 
worn by the women and children is evidently increasing ; that the wages of 
skilled labour of all kinds are rising; that the consumption of salt grows 
larger, and that eacb year shows also a rapidly increasing expenditure upon 
opium, the favourite luxury of the people. All these are symptoms of growing 
prosperity. Moreover, as is remarked by more than one officer, a good harvest 
is more profitable to the peasant now than formerly; now he can sell all 
his produce at a’good price, whereas formerly a good harvest sent down the 
prices, and his produce realized comparatively little. ‘he only persons who 
suffer are those residents of towns who live on a fixed income. ‘These are 
naturally disappointed that exceljent harvests do not result in greater 
cheapness of rice, and perceiving that the cause lay in the briskness of export, 
are said to have complained bitterly against the merchants. But the fact that 
the cultivators have been able to obtain a fair and remunerative price for their 
produce is, as is observed by the Magistrate of Balasore, “ precisely the most 
encouraging fact that can be cited in relation to the material progress of the 
province. Improvement in communications has yielded this result, that 
plentiful harvests, which formerly to a great extent glutted the markets with 
an unsaleable commodity, now add at the same time to the wealth of the 
district and to the general resources of the country.” The Lieutenant-Governor 
notices that the Pooree district has less trade than Balasore or Cuttack, 
and that material improvement is less marked in Pooree thian in, other parts 
of Orissa. 


4, The salt manufacture in Orissa is an important industry, and yields a 
large revenue to Government. The Licutenont-Governor requests that the 
jocal authorities will do everything in their power to foster it. The following 
statement shows the manufacture, revenue, and consumption of salt in Orissa 
during the year:—

The importation of cheap salt from Ganjum has largely increased, and the 
consumption per head of population has advanced from 5 seers in 1874-75 to 
5 seers 3 chittacks in 1875-76. 

5. Allusion was made in the Resolution on last year’s report to the 
coal of the Talchere coal-fields, and it was said that the prospect of utilising 
the local coal-fields depended on the discovery of coal in places which are 
accessible by a water route. Mr. Ball, of the Geological Survey, was engaged 
in exploring the Talchere coal-field during the past cold weather, and his 
report, which has recently been received, is unfavourable to the prospects of 
Orissa coal. He considers that no coal seam of a workable thickness and 
fairly good quality exists in this field; that a final and thorough explora; 
tion could only be effected at considerable expense; that there is no proba-» 
bility of there being a sufficient local consumption to support a proper 
mining establishment ; and that there is, with the present expensive carriage, 
np prospect of a class of coals equal to Raneegunge steam coals competing 
successfully at the Orissa ports with Raneegunge coal sent from Calcutta 
by sea. A long land carriage appears to be unavoidable. The Lieutenant-

7. The Commissioner observes that the Prince of Wales’ visit to India 
formed for some months the most important topic of public interest. 
many zemindars and others who could afford the journey went to Calcutta to 
be present at the Prince’s arrival; foremost among these was the Rajah 
of Pooree, who for the first time in history crossed the sea. 
pretentions to sanctity and exclusiveness prevented bis associating with other 
Native Chiefs present in Calcutta, but I trust the journey bas not been without 
some good results.” 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that in Orissa, as elsewhere, 
“very favourable notice is taken of the extreme usefulness of the Sub- Deputy 
Coflectors and Surveyors.” Some progress, but apparently not so much as is 
desirable, has been made in the registration and reorganization of put- 
warees, and in bringing into operation the putwaree rules. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot ugree with Mr.

And the returns of the present year continue to show that the figures are 
fairly accurate, and therefore of considerable comparative value. But if the 
Commissioner adheres to his opinion that these returns are of little worth, he 
thereby incurs an absolute responsibility for rendering them trustworthy. They 
certainly can be rendered trustworthy if the local authorities, under the 
supervision of the Commissioner, give due attention to the subject. If the 
Commissioner thinks the returns untrustworthy, he is quite right in saying so. 
But his duty does not end there. On the contrary, it there commences to be 
very binding on him especially and on his officers to rectify the defect which 
he reports to exist. 

10. ‘The irrigation results of the past year are unimportant ; there was no 
active demand for canal water, and the navigation receipts show a small falling 
off. At the same time great reductions were made in the working expenses. It 
is to be feared that financial considerations will interfere for some time to come 
with the prosecution of the many improvements that are certainly much needed. 

11. The revenue derived in the Orissa province from land, salt, stamps, 
and excise during the past four years is shown in the following statement :— 
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The figures regarding land revenue have been derived from the Board of 
Revenue; the Commissioner’s figures are wrong and based on error, the 
source of which is not apparent. ‘The decrease of land revenue in the year is 
due to a re-arrangement of kists, under which the amounts not demandable by 
jaw within the year are treated as advance collections. The revenue from salt 
shows a decrease in consequence of the operation of the graduated scale of 
duty under Act X of 1874, and the free admission of Ganjam salt. Stamps 
and excise both show a small increase, and the increase in excise revenue is 
accompanied by a satisfactory decrease in consumption. The people of Orissa 
indulge excessively in opium, and although the price of the drug has been 
raised, consumption has not decreased. 

12. ‘The repair of roads and communications has been well attended to. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that the Rajahs of Mohurbhunge 
and of Keonjlur have at their own expense constructed roads that will open 
up a large area of country. The following interesting remarks regarding the 
maintenunce of village roads are recorded by Mr. Beames, the Magistrate of 
Cuttack :—“ I got numerous applications while in camp for little bits of work 
here and there, aad it seems to me that the people rather like to be able to 
allude to the fact that they pay road cess, as giving them aclaim on the 
Collegtor for petty local works. I have sanctioned several such during the 
year—such as a small bridge at the entrance of a village, afew hundred 
yards.of pathway across swampy land, the ing of a river bank to allow — 
cattle to cross, and the like—which give , satisfaction at small cost.”

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18. As regards education, it is said that the Balasore district has made 
the best and most solid progress.

The Cuttack 
College was opened in January, «nd subscriptions amounting to Rs 6,000 
for five years have been promised in its support. The most liberal sub- 
scribers have been Rai Shamanund Dé, Bahadoor, Baboo Nemai Churun 
Bose, Baboo Brindabun Chunder Mondol, und Baboo Muddun Mohun Dass. 
The Cuttack General Hospitel, which is yearly extending its usefulness, and is 
well managed, owes its success to the energy and perseverance of Dr. W. D. 
Stewart, the Civil Surgeon of Cuttack. The Cuttack Medical School has been 
successfully started under the auspices of the same officer. During the present 
year a vaccination circle ,has also been established in Orissa, where it was 
urgently required, and the Lieutenant-Governor’s only regret is that vaccination 
was not earlier enforced in this division. - 

14. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that in Orissa all the District 
Magistrates acknowledge the aid afforded by Honorary Magistrates; the office 
is said to be popular, and to conduce to the Joyalty and cordial co-operation 
of landed proprietors and native gentlemen in the administration of justice. 
The conduct of the zemindars in the division is generally favourably reported 
on. The names of Rai Shamanund Dé, Buhadoor, Baboo Nemai Churun Bose, 
Baboo Boikuntho Nath Dé, Baboo Boidyo Nath Pundit, Mohunt Narain Dass, 
and the zemindar of Sookinda, in Cuttack, are prominently mentioned by the 
Commissioner. These gentlemen are all described as good and liberal landlords.

CONVERSION OF THE OLD JAIL HOSPITAL AT MIDNAPORE 
INTO A CHARITABLE HOSPITAL. 


No. 2099T., dated Darjeeling, the 29th August 1876. 


From—R. L. Manoues, Esq., Offy. Secy. to the Govt. of Bengal, Judicial Dept., 
To—The Commissioner of the Burdwan Division. 


I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 292, dated 
the 14th instant, submitting copy of a letter, with enclosures, from the Magis- 
trate of Midnapore, proposing that the old jail hospital at that station, 
which is at present of little or no use to the Jail Department, may be made 
over to the Midnapore charitable dispensary for the purpose of being used as 
a ward for the accommodation of patients suffering from loathsome and 
contagious diseases. The ward is to be called the “ Ajudbyalall Khan 
Branch” of the dispensary, as Baboo Ajudhyalall Khan, zemiadar of Midna- 


pore, has promised to guarantee the payment of Rs. 25 per month for five’ 


years to meet the cost of its maintenance. 

2. Inreply, 1am to inform you that, under the circumstances mentioned, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased, in compliance with your recommendation, 
to sanction the transfer of the building in question to the Committee of the 
Midnapore charitable dispensary, on the understanding that it will be kept in 
proper repair by the Committee, and that it will be given up to Government 
at any time on a three months’ notice being given beforehand. _

an ion of the Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks to Baboo Ajudhyalall 
Khan fer his liberality in coming forward to meet the cost of maintaining

I wave the honor to submit copy of a letter, No. 701, of the 8rd instant, 
with its enclosures in original, from the Magistrate of Midnapore, soliciting 
sanction to the transfer of the District Jail ospital to the Midnapore charitabie 
dispensary. The District Jail hospital is reported to be of very-little use, owing 
to its distance: from the jail, which affords sufficient accommodation for a 
hospital within its walls, and I therefore beg leave to recommend the Magis- 
trate’s proposal for sanction, 

2. The proposal of the Magistrate that the thanks of Government may 
be given to Baboo Ajudtiyulall Khon for his liberalities will, I trust, be favorably 
considered by His Houor the Lieutenant-Governor.

T nave the bovor to submit the following proposal for the transfer of the Jail bospital to 
the Midnapore dispensary for the sanction of Government. 

2. As will appear from the accompanying plan, the District Jail hospital is a detached 
building removed some distance from the District Jail and not far from the dispensary, and 
ever since the Central Jail has been opened it has been of little or no use, 

3. The District Jail is so built as to afford much accommodation for a hospital within 
its wails, and as escapes have taken place from the hospital and in any case extra expense is 
requisite to supply a guard for it, the hospital has been some three months ago removed inside 
the jail, and the former hospital abandoned and left untenanted. 

4. For years past the dispensary has coveted this hospital, as being an alms-house by 
foundation, and also a pilgrim hospital, the present building is always full of repulsive cases, 
pilgrims in the last stage of dysentery or cholera, or paupers with filthy habits and loathsome 
diseases, and the effect has beeu to deter respectable persons from using the dispensary as 
in-patients, owing to the impossibility of effecting complete segregation with the present 
limited accommodation. 

5. Accordingly on the recent abandonment of the Jail hospital I wrote to the Inspector- 
General of Jails, asking if he would raise any objection to its transfer to the dispensary, 
and copy of his reply assenting to the transfer is hereto annexed. 

6. 1 next consulted with the Civil Surgeon as to the additional cost of establishment 
whieh would be needed and also the cost of repairs to the building, and finding that Rs. 25 

r mensem would suffice, 1 suggested to the wealthy zemindar of Midnapore, Baboo Ajudhya- 
fa Khan, that he should guarantee the payment of Rs. 25 per month, to meet the cost ,of 
keeping up the dispensary, when acquired, for a period of five years, and that it should be called 
after him, viz. the Ajudbyalall Khan Branch, and he has promised to do so. 

7, Under these circumstances, I bave the honor to request that you will ask Govern- 
ment, unless you see any objection, to transfer the building for the purposes set furth above. 
The dispensary will keep it in repair, and it might be agreed that Government can reclaim 
it at any time by giving three months’ notice, It will be used as a hospital for loathsome 
and contagious diseases, and as it contains several wards well separated, each of these classes 
can also be kept apart. The main dispensary will then be used for out-door relief, for 
surgical cases, and medical cases of a cleanly character. The proposal, if agreed to, will confer 
a great boon on the town and pilgrims ; and it will be advantageous to Government, as the 
building will be kept in repair, instead of having to be repaired by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. I would also suggest that the thanks of Government may be given to Baboo Ajudhya- 
Jalil Khan, who has also just guaranteed for five years the entire local income of a dispensary 
ut bis own house, Narajole,

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INTRODUCTION OF THE LAND REGISTRATION AOT VII (B,C.) 
a) . OF 1876, 


REVENUE DEPARTMENT.—LAND REVENUE. 
Calcutta, the 8th September 1876. 


Tux Land Registration Act No. VII (B.C.) of 1876 came into force on the 
23rd August 1876, the date on which it was published in the Calcutta Gazette 
with the assent of the Governor-General. By a notification under section 89 
of the Act, published in the Calcut‘a Gazette on the 6th September 1576, the 
Lieutenant-Governor has fixed, for all districts in the Lower Provinces of 
Bengal, a term of six months, from the 1st November 1876, as the time within 
which proprietors and managers in possession of estates, or revenue-free pro- 
perties, or of any interest therein, shall be required to apply for registration of 
their names, and of the character and extent of their interests. Instructions 

have been given, through the Board of Revenue, for the issue of the necessary 
notices under section 41 of the Act. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that all Collectors and Deputy Com- 
missioners should be specially warned to take the greatest care that the above 
date, viz. six months from the 1st ,November 1576, is duly notified at the 

» different plages in their respective districts in the manner prescribed by 
section 41. e 

It is also the Lieutenant-Governor’s wish that each Commissioner pf a 

Division should, within six weeks from the receipt of this order in his office, make 

_ special, though brief, report to Government, stating that these instructions have 
_, been carried out in each district of his division. 

_) 8. As it is of great importance that the objects and requirements of 

_ the law should be distinctly understood, it should be carefully explained by 














* 








Collectors and Deputy Commissioners to all landholders that, under section 

40 of the Act, they may render themselves liable to disabilities or penalties if 

‘hey fail to apply for registration within the time allowed to them. This 

period will expire on the 80th April 1877, and in any districtin which the 

notices under section 41 shall have been published by the 1st November 1876 

(and it is i ge that this will be the case in all districts), these disabiiities and 
nalties will attach, on the Ist May 1877, to all proprietors who shall not 
ave registered their names and interests by that date. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor, as at present advised, is not prepared to 
authorize the exemption of any estates from registration under section 43 
of the Act; but upon this point he desires to await an expression of the 
opinion of the Board of Revenye. If the Member in charge shall see fit to 
make any recommendation in favor of such exemption in any district, it shall 


, be duly considered. 


5. Section 13 authorizes the Board, under certain circumstances, and 
with the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor, to prescribe special rules for the 
registration of revenue-free lands in any district to the circumstances of which 
the ordinary procedure may appear not to be applicable. The Lieutenant- 
Governor requests that the Member in charge will report whether he has any 
recommendations to offer under this section. 

6. The attention of all district officers is invited to the provisions of 
sections 55 to 58 of the Act, which prescribe the procedure to be adopted in 
the case of disputes as to possession, succession, or acquisition by transfer. A 
discretion is left to the Collector to determine the args summarily, or to 
refer the matter in dispute to the civil court. It is important that this 
discretion should be judiciously exercised, and that, in making a reference to 
the civil court, care should be taken to furnish accurately and completely the 
several heads of information required by section 58. The Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that every Collector will carefully study these sections of the law, so 
as to have a clear understanding of what is required from him. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor also desires to draw the attention of 
Collectors to section 64, which prescribes the levy of fees on the registration 
of transfers of revenue-paying and revenue-free lands. These fees are already 
levied under the old law; but the amount hitherto received under this head 
has been inconsiderable, owing to the very general neglect to register trans- 
fers. It may be expected that the receipts on this account will in future be 
largely increased, and this will, in some measure, compensate the Government. 
for the additional expense which it will be necessary to incur in carrying out 
the provisions of the Act. At the same time, the fees imposed by section 64 
are so moderate in amount that the payment of them can be no hardship to 
any proprietor. It will be the duty of Commissioners to satisfy themselves that 
the levy of these fees is regularly carried out in all the districts of their 
respective divisions. 

8. Under section 88 of the Act, the Board of Revenue is required to 
make, within four months of the date on which the Act comes into force, 
rules to regulate the form of registers, the procedure regarding applications 
and enquiries, and for the general purposes of the Act. This period of four 
months will expire on the 22nd December next. The law does not require that 
rules framed under this section should receive the sanction of Government; 
but the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad to receive a copy of such rules 
as may be prescribed by the Board. The Lieutenant-Governor also desires 
to invite an expression of any general suggestions which the Member in 
charge may have to make for the effectual carrying out of the objects of the Act. 

9. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor begs to entreat the most 
earnest attention of all revenue officers to this istration, a measure which 
is of the greatest importance to the welfare of the landholding communi!

n made in carrying out sanitary and other improvements, and that a con- 
—— balance remained at the credit of the Municipality at the close of 
e year. 

% Income.—The total receipts of the Town Fund amounted to Rs. 4,34,396, 
and thus exceeded the estimate by Rs. 23,196, and the receipts of the previous 
year by Rs. 21,234. In part this increase is merely nominal, and it appears that 
the proceeds of the house tax and of the carriage and horse tax, which are the 
chief sources of the municipal income, were almost precisely the same as in 
1874-75. Itis not to be expected that there should be any great increase 
annually in the Done of the former tax, which is already levied at its 
maximum rate. he Licutenant-Governor notices that, as a necessary con- 
sequence of the improvements effected in the course of the year by the clearance 

“of certain village sites, there has been a diminution in the number of rate-payers. 
It is necessary that the Municipality should make some sacrifices in this 
direction with a view to sanitary improvement. The Lieutenant-Governor 
apprehends, however, that any losses in this particular will be temporary only, 
and that eventually the improved value of property will result in augmented 
revenues. ‘The receipts of the Conservancy Department, amounting to 
Rs. 73,559, were again in excess of the estimates, and show an increase of 
Rs. 20,652 over the collections of the previous year. Against this increase must 
be set off the expense of increased conservancy establishments. It should be an 
object, however, so to regulate these establishments that their whole cost shall 
be covered by the fees. The miscellaneous receipts of the Municipality also 
considerably exceeded the estimate. Including a grant made by Government 
from the Fire Brigade Fund, they amounted, however, to Rs. 32,798 only, 
against Rs, 44,387 in the previous year. 

- 8. Expenditure.—The total expenditure of the Municipality was Rs, 4,74,775, 
inst Rs. 4,34,396 in the previous year. The charges of the Town 
‘und having thus exceeded its receipts by Rs. 40,379, the balance of 
Rs. 78,560 with which the year opened was reduced at its close to 
Rs. 38,181. The excess expenditure of the year. which exceeded the esti- 
mates by Rs. 13,575, is accounted for chiefly by the fact that it was thought 
desirable, out of the funds available, to spend an increased amount on roads, for 
which a further special allotment was made, and that a grant of Rs. 10,000 
was paid out of the Fire Brigade Fund into the General Revenue Account under 
the sanction of Government. The Lieutenant-Governor observes, however, 
that a sum of Rs. 10,000 would seom to have been charged improperly under 
the head of “Establishment and’ repairs of roads,” while sit was spent on 
the improvement of the water-supply, and should have been shewn as 
expended on “Works of public utility.” He also observes that, under the 
head of “ Miscellancous,” a sum of Rs, 18,919 is included as if finally expended, 

‘when it really is chargeable to the Suspense Account. The amount apparently 
‘was given as advances for stone. As it is largely in excess of what apparently 
eee necessary in the previous year, the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 


: core will be taken to have the advances worked off promptly. 
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4. The details of the disbursements call for no orders from Government. 
The Lfutenant-Governor is, however, glad to observe that the Municipality has 
taken some steps to improve the water-supply-of the Suburbs, and that a consi- 
derable sum for this purpose was expended during the year. What has been 
done is a very small instalment of what is required, and it is to be hofed that, 
now that a beginning has been made, a determination will be shewn to carry 
on the work, the importance of which it cannot be over-estimated. 

5. In conservancy matters some improvements have been effected. The 
new system of scavengering was worked with an increased measure of success. 
Some of the worst /usé/ees near the Circular Road have been improved. Attention 
is also said to have been given to the state of the lands near the General 
Hospital, but the Lieutenant-Governor gathers that, though nuisances have been 
somewhat abated, the results are not satisfactory. The Commissioner, with 
reference to the absence of proper sanitary precautions in certain quarters of the 
Municipality, draws attention to the necessity of applying Part VII of the new 
Municipal Act to the Suburbs. This is no doubt essential to the enforcement 
of a proper system of conservancy, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires that no 
time may be lost in submitting the necessary application. 

6. The importance of giving an increased attention to sanitary matters 
is forcibly illustrated by the high distacin prevailing in parts of the Suburbs. 
The general health of the Municipality is said to have been much lower in the 
past than during the two preceding years. Cholera was unusually prevalent, and 
a large number of cases of bowel-complaints and of intermittent fever occurred 
throughout the year in every part of the Suburbs. The ratio of mortality 
was 56°56 per thousand, against 46°93 in the previous year. In November 
it attained the high figure of 87°40 per luceniail Excluding the district in 
which the Pauper Hospital is situated, the mortality appears to have been 
especially great in Mateabrooze and Chitpore, the ratio having been 78:67 per 
thousand in the former district, and 68°60 in the latter. The proper sanitation 
of these places, as well as the provision of wholesome drinking water for the, 
inhabitants, should receive special attention on the part of the Municipality. 

7. Among the Municipal Commissioners, Captain Lawrell, Rajah Harendra 
Krishna, Moulvie Abdool Luteef, Khan Bahadoor, Baboos Jadoolal Mullick and 
Prankissen Mookerjee, and the Hon’ble Baboo Jaggadanund Mookerjee appear 
to have been particularly assiduous in their attendance at the meetings. me 
of these gentlemen, as well as Prince Mahomed Roheemooddeen, and Baboos 
Grish Chunder Ghose and Sham Churn Law, also gave great assistance in .the 
disposal of municipal cases. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that” his 
acknowledgments may be conveyed to these gentlemen for the service 
rendered by them. 

8. Mr. Sterndale has continued to earn the favourable opinion of his 
employers, and the Lieutenant-Governor also notices with pleasure the favour- 
able testimony borne by Mr. Sterndale to the good conduct of several of his 
subordinates.

THE COMMISSIONER OF THE CHITTAGONG DIVISION ) 
FOR THE YEAR 1875-76.

The — Administration Report of the Commissioner of Chittagong for the year 
5-76. 


Tar Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges the receipt of a full and careful 
report from Mr. Lowis, who was Commissioner of the Division for the 
whole year. 

2. The rainfall during the year 1875 was excessive, and the fall of August 
culminated in a flood both in Chittagong and in Noakholly, the like of which 
is said not to have been witnessed within memory. At the head-quarters of 
the Noakholly district 82 inches of rain fell during one week from tbe 
26th July to the 2nd August, and for some period the water lay 15 feet deep 
over cultivated fields. The rivers became undistinguishable in the expanse 
of water, and boats passed and re-passed everywhere across the flooded tracts. 
This flood was succeeded by a drought; a few showers fell in September, but 
the rest of the year was marked by an almost total absence of rain. The 
flood caused much injury to the early rice crops and other produce, and to 
houses and cattle, while the combined effects of both the flood and the drought 
damaged the prospects of the harvest. The season was thus a singularly 
unfavorable one, and there was not more than half an average outturn of rice 
throughout the division. 

3. It is very satisfactory to observe that notwithstanding these untoward 


* circumstances there was no complaint of distress from any part of the country. 


The people are described as being in a solvent and substantial position. 
Every man has either direct or indirect interests in land, and a fertile soil 
and high wages both at home and in the neighbouring labor markets of 
British Burmah render the condition of the cultivators and the lower orders 
of the people easy and prosperous. It is a custom with the agricul- 
turalists to store up two or three years’ supply of food for their own 
maintenance before selling any portion of their harvests; and they have 
resources other than rice crops, such as the sale of betel-nuts and cocoanuts 
from the trees around their homesteads, which provide them with sufficient 
means for ordinary expenses. 

4. The year was an unhealthy one in consequence of the unfavourable 
season ; and small-pox, cholera, and fever are all said to have been more 
prevalent than usual. ‘he insalubrity of the town of Chittagong itself is 
again specially commented on by the Commissioner. The conservancy 
arrangements in the town have hitherto been very defective, and improve- 
ments have not been accepted by the native members of the Municipal 
Committee without objection; but it is hoped that the sanitary interests of 
the town have now been adequately settled with the concurrence of the 
townspeople. A regular system of drainage and a supply of good eae | 
water are contemplated, and twenty-five thousand rupees have been appropriate 
by the Municipality for meeting the cost of these schemes. 

5. The trade of Chittagong shows at present signs of contraction, as was 
stated in the recently published Resolution on the Chittagong Port Trust. 

6. Of all the products of Lower Bengal, rice alone finds its way to Chitta- 
gong, and the export trade of tite place is only active during the rice season, 
a period of about six months in each year; and unless ‘other produce can be 
attracted there, such as jute, oil-seeds, or hides, the trade cannot be expected to 

The rice trade, moreover, has been decreasing during theelast four 

In 1872-78 the exports were 103,711 tons; in 1873-74, 71,686 tons; in 
4-75, 45,072 tons; and in 1875-76 only 26,335 tons. In the interests of 
itself, therefore, it is of importance to open up and improve its means 


of communication with other ports of Bengal, and an application is now before 
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Government, strongly recommended by the Commissioner, urging that facili- 
ties may be afforded for g a jute trade between Naraingunge and 
Chittagong. But at present the jute of Naraingunge finds its way to Calcutta 
for the most part along the Eastern Bengal Railway ; and although the situation 
of Chittagong and its accessibility for shipping doubtless point out that port 
as being naturally a very important trading centre for Eastern Bengal, the 
proposal that Government should encourage the trade between Naraingunge 
and Chittagong by special assistance, involves a consideration of other interests 
which it is possible may conflict with those of Chittagong. The Lieutenant. 
Governor can only say that, as far as circumstances will justify his doing so, 
he will fairly consider the claims of Chittagong and the expressed desire of 
some of the most influential merchants,of Naraingunge to be able to open out 
a trade with the sea-port that is nearest to their place of business. 

7. The Commissioner's report is in other respects also full of suggestions 
for the improvement of the communications of his division, and of the develop- 
ment of the resources of Chittagong as a port. A proposal is made for the 
construction of a canal connecting the Naaf river with Oox’s Bazar in the 
south of the district. It is stated that, whether for the improvement of the 
Chittagong Port, or for bringing extensive waste lands under cultivation, or for 
the convenience of the people of Chittagong emigrating every year in large 
numbers through Cox’s Bazar to Arracan, the construction of this canal is “a 
crying necessity.” The Commissioner again urges the re-excavation of 
the Moheshkally Canal, a subject alluded to by the Lieutenant-Governor in the 
Resolution on last year’s report, and the construction of a canal to connect the 
waters of the Fenny and Ilalda rivers in the north of the district. Lastly, a 
proposal is mooted of opening up a canal in the Noakholly district to connect 
the Big and Little Fenny rivers. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the 
question whether these projects can be undertaken or not will depend very 
much on the ability of the local Committees of the districts to meet the 
n expenditure; but there can be little doubt that the schemes would all 

{ be useful as developing the resources of the division, and His Honor will 
consider, in the Public Works Department, what further steps, if any, can be 

| taken to carry them into effect. 

8. ‘The tea industry in Chittagong is rapidly progressing, and some experi- 
ments on a limited scale have also been made with coffee cultivation, which 
have proved successful. The total outturn of tea from the division is estimated 
at 431,554Ibs. It is said that tea cultivation has already attracted the 
attention of the natives of the place, and that a few small gardens have already 

| been opened by some of the neighbouring zemindars. In 1871-72 the value 
of tea exported from Chittagong was Rs. 2,52,141; in 1875-76 the value was 


| | Rs. 4,79,087. 
E 9. The extension of the rural sub-registry offices has been attended with 
4 marked success in this division. During the past year no less than 















27,482 deeds were registered in Chittagong, and 21,460 in Noakholly. The 
bulk of the registrations are in connection with land, and the figures showing 
the number of perpetual (81,030) and temporary (2,643) leases registered in 
Ohittagong during the last five years support the belief that temporary leases 
/ in this district are the exception rather than the rule. This large number of 
ad leases illustrates also the minute sub-division of land in the district. 

im 10. The Commissioner, who is also by virtue of his office Civil Judge of 
the division, has submitted an interesting report on the administration of 
civil justice, which shows to what a surprising degree the conduct of civil litiga- 
hs tion is part of the business of the Chittagong people. Out of 8,553 suits 
instituted in three courts only, all situated within the thana of Putteah, the 
value of 15 per cent of the cases was less than five ru and the value of 
G 90 per cent. of the cases was less than oné hund rupees ; the minimum 
value was as low.as four annas, and in twenty-one cases the value was less 
than’ one rupee. It would be a legitimate inference from these figures 
to suppost that the people of Chittagong had confidence in the rectitude and 
ability of the courts, and the Lieutenant-Governor observes that Mr. Lowis 
says that “ public confidence in the civil courts is said to be i ing.” 

11, The re-settlement of the noabad lands in the Chittagong district i 
now in progress, and the Assistant Settlement Officer, Mr. Veasey, is reported 





t 









to have discharged his heavy duties with tact and discrimination. The work to 
be done is considerable, and the Commissioner estimates that it willy take 
another four or five years to bring the operations to aclose. It is impossible at 
present to say what the eventual increase in revenue will be; the Collector 
estimates*he increase at six lakhs of rupees, but Mr. Lowis rightly characterizes 
this as too sanguine an estimate. . 

12. Both Mr. Kirkwood, the Magistrate of Chittagong, and Mr. Porch, 
the Magistrate of Noakholly, have taken a warm interest in all matters relating 
to education. It appears that a great impetus has been given to the cause of 
education — the year, particularly to primary education. he number 
of pathsalas an of students has largely increased. To some extent also 
female education is reported to be spreading in these districts. 

18. The local Committees in the district of Chittagong are reported to 
have worked well, and the members of the Committees are said to evince a 
lively interest in the proceedings under discussion. The liberal conduct of 
Baboo Goluck Chunder Chowdbry of Chittagong, who contributed Rs. 10,000 
towards the raising of the Chittagong Government School to the status of a 
high school, and towards the promotion of several other acts of public 
utility, has already been acknowledged by Government in terms of suitable 
commendation.

Clouds.—This column gives the average proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being indicated 
by 0, and one completely overeast by 10. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which will show the isobaric and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions. The wind 
directions may be represented by arrows of varying length proportioned to the prevalence of the wind, 
Po these may be added tbe rainfall from tbe previous tables,

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# REGISTRATION OF PROPRIETARY AND POSSESSORY TITLES IN 
REVENUE-PAYING AND REVENUE-FREE LANDS IN THE 
PROVINCES UNDER THE GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL. 


Minute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated 16th September 1876. 


Tur Land Registration Act of 1876 having come into force on the 23rd 

* August, the preliminary measures have been taken for carrying out the law. 

A. notification has, as required by law, been published in the Gazette by the 

« Government of Bengal, fixing the 1st November next as the date before which 

applications must be made by the land-owning classes throughout the country 

for registering their titles and possession. Special instructions have been sent 

to all district authorities to cause notices to this effect to be published without 

delay at the various public offices and stations, as‘prescribed by the law, with 

a reminder that a liability to peualtios is incurred by failure to apply within 

six mouths from the.date of such publishing. The atiention of the Board vf 

Revenue has beef drawn to the provision of the law which requires them to 

: rules within four months from the above-mentioned date, 23rd August, 

and a Resolution by Government has been published, drawing the 

immediate attention of all revenue officers to the carrying out of this Act. I

My predecessor, Sir George Cam bell, before making over charge of the 
iaciotanh to me, in the beginning aE 1874, placed “ the law of i 
cand mutations” among the subjects on which legislation would probably be 
trequired in the immediate future. During 1874, on examining this subject, 
I found that the necessity of causing, in the provinces under tle Government 
of Bengal, an, authoritative registration of landed tenures to be made by the 
land revenue authorities had been recognized from 9 very early period of 
British rule. A Regulation of 1793 made it compulsory on all proprietors of 
land to register their names, that is, the Regulation directed that the name or 
names of the proprietor or proprietors of every estate should be inserted oppo- 
site to the estate. This Regulation was to some extent obeyed. The skeleton 
at least of a register of landed tevures was then made, and has ever since been 
kept up in all, or nearly all, the districts. In some districts the register 
will be found to be more, in others less complete; in few or none will it 
be found fully complete ; and in most it is defective, in not a few it is even 
very defective. ‘The definition of the shares in each estate in the register has 
always been deficient. This deficiency has more and more nope d 
detracted from the usefulness of the register, as the sub-division of landed pro- 
perty has increased in the country geowrally Besides this cardinal detect, 
another main cause of incompleteness has been the failure or omission of the 
land-owning classes to register successions to, and trausfers of, proprietary right. 
No doubt it was legally in the power of the revenue authorities to insist on 
all proprietors coming forward to register. Why they did not sd insist it were 
fruitless now to inquire. But evidently there were doubts as tothe expedi- 
ency of compelling registration, after it had once fallen into partial disuse, 
for fear of the disputes and difficulties which might be engendered by 
any renewal of the attempt to ensure a complete and general registration, 
That apprehensions of this nature were entertained by some whose authority 
commanded deference is clear from the records. The expediency or other- 
wise of renewing the rejristers was much discussed during several eae 
following 1837. The result was that the Government proposed fresh legis- 
lation on the subject. Serious difficulties were, however, pomted out by high 
authority, and the project was for a time abandoned. Subsequently the 
Board of Revenue, represented by Mr, V. H. Schalch, resumed the considera- 
tion of the matter, pointing out that the legislature had been during recent 
years imposing many new duties on the proprietors of land, and that the 
authorities could not procure obedience to the law in these respects without 
inisting exactly the person or persons who, being in actual sssion, were 
really answerable for the discharge of these duties. As a general reply to the 
objections which had been so often raised, it was explained that if, in event 
of dispute as jo the person entitled to be registered as in possession, the revenue 
authorities were empowered to decide the ssion provisionally and summa- 
rily, there would no interference with the existing law regarding the 
prosecution and decision of all questions of right in the civil courts. . 
therefore, on the 19th December 1874, intimated to the — 
Council of Bengal my intention of asking its consideration toa Bill on the

Bill was shortly afterwards introduced into Council in the beginning of 1875, b 
Mr. H. L. Dampier, and after lengthened discussion an reg under his 
supervision, was passed by the Council in April 1876, received the assent of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and after rectification of one matter of detail, received 
the assent of the Governor-General on the 9th August.

_ Consequently I have relinquished the intention of proposing a Bill for 
appointing managers in these estates, for the present at all events, until we can 
see whether = desired protection is afforded to the tenantry by this Land 
Registration Act. 

The Bill, then, for the registration, of possessory titles has become law 
under the title of the Land Registration Act VII (B:C.) of 1876. It remains 
for us to cause it to be carried into effect with promptitude and completeness. 

The object of the Act is nothing less than the registration of all proprie- 

titles in the lands of these provinces, not only of the lands payin, 
revenue, but also of lands declared to be revenue-free. “The importance of sue! 
a registration in these extensive provinces, where the landed interest is the 
test of all interests, is too manifest to need any exposition here. The 
magnitude of the task will be understood when we recollect that there are in 
these provinces more than 150,000 estates on the revenue-roll. » Besides, there 
are numerous revenue-free estates, mostly very small, the total number of which 
cannot be exactly stated until this registration shall have been completed. 
Such a task cannot be successfully accomplished without strenuous exertions on 
the part of all our land revenue officers, and without zealous and faithful 
co-operation on the part of the land-owning classes. That our officers will prove 
themselves fully equal to the strain from this work, I cannot doubt. The 
ter the energy of the tension however, the shorter will be the duration. 
aving observed with much satisfaction that the Bill received the concurrence 
and support of the zemindars generally during its passage through Council, 
[ am sanguine that they quite see how beneficial the measure, if well carried 
out, is likely to be to their own interests, and that they will cheerfully render 
to the revenue authorities that assistance which will prove most effectual. 
They will, I am sure, remember that the obligation now imposed by law is not 
new, but has legally existed from the beginning of British rule in Bengal. 

In carrying out the registration, the first point to be considered ig time. 
If no very particular attention were to be directed to the execution* of a 
measure so comprehensive in its scope, yet so minute in its details, the 
operations might drag their length over many months, perhaps over several 
years. On the other hand, if this great affair be thoroughly taken in hand 
and prosecuted with unceasing diligence to its conclusion, it will be finished 
within avery few months. There can be no doubt that the delays and 
uncertainties of the former course would be very objectionable, and that the 
latter course is infinitely preferable. I would impress this view most strongly 
upon the revenue officers and upon the landowners. Our first care, 
tl fore, has been to fix an early date on or before which the operations 
must be commenced, namely, the Ist November next (1876), and to ensure 
the earliest possible publication of this date in every district. The law 
contemplates that all landowners, of all classes throughout the country, should 
apply for registration before that date; the registration should be actuall 

ected within the ensuing six months, that is, before the 30th April 1877. 

After the lapse of six months from the publication of the above-mentioned 

date (Ist ores), that is, some time during April next, those who fail to 
apply for registration will be liable to penalties. I trust, however, that the 
imposing of penalties in “7 case whatever will be happily avoided by reason 
of all cases having been duly and punetually disposed of within the prescribed

wa The law indeed provides that, until the new registration shall be effected, 
the existing registers shall have full force and effect. The pe this, 
however, was only to make an ad interim provision. It was never supposed 
that the existing registers would in any district be found sufficient in them- 
selves, or that the new registration seatd be, as it were, grafted upon them. 
The new law requires information which will rarely be met with in the old 
registers ; and the forms which the Board of Revenue are preparing, as required 
by law, will be beyond the scope of even the best of those registers. Conse- 
quently the preparation of new registers will have to be undertaken, And 
although«in some cases some of the necessary entries might be#made from the 
existing records, still others could not be properly made without the attendance 
of ha nndounice or of his agent, And, under any circumstances, as a fresh 
registration has to be undertaken for all cases, it will be satisfactory that all 
proprietors, either in person or by agent, should be present to attest and verity 
all the entries in which they are concerned. 1 therefore hope that all proprie- 
tors and sharers will make early application, in the form to be laid down by the 
Board, to the revenue officers for registration, and will cause the entries to be 
properly made and witnessed. 

Although it is expected that all revenue officers, all Cellectors and their 
establishments, will render their best service in making these registers, and 
although this is specially an occasion when the staff of Sub-Deputy Collectors 
and Canoongoes, which has been organized during recent years, will prove useful, 
still we must be ready to mect some demand for additional assistance in some 
of the largest districts. This may be best afforded by the appointing tempo- 
rarily of some more Sub-Deputy Collectors and Canoongoes, whose salaries will 
be defrayed from the ee of the fees upon the registration that are to be 
levied under the Act. In such districts as the following, where the number of 
estates is comparatively small, it is to be expected that the Collectors will be 
able to effect the registration without extra aid, namely :—

It is very desirable that the application should be made in reference to the 
information si vn by the Act. Therefore, as already stated, the Board of 
Revenue have been requested to prepare forms of application, which will be 
printed for distribution. If all intending applicants will provide themselves 
with these forms, the work will be much facilitated. 

- Upon the presentation of the applicatjon, notices will have to be issued; 
and the notice will in every case have to be published for one month before 
further proceedings can be taken. The notices will be prepared beforehand, 
according to a prescribed form, so that they may be at once filled up and 
published. The greatest despatch will have to be used by the revenue authori- 
ties in the publication of the notices, which will be very numerous, and the 
utmost attention must be paid to this point. 

After the lapse of at least a month from the publication of the notices (in 
practice the time will be somewhat more than a month), the cases will come 
on again before the revenue authorities. The points for consideration will 
be— 





(14 Possession. 
(2.) Succession. 
(3.) Transfer. : 


In the vast majority of cases, doubtless, there will not be any objectio 
\ preferred by any opposing party, nor any circumstances needing inquiry, 
and the revenue officer will be able to make the registration. 

In some cases, however, there will probably be, indeed practically there 
Taust be, some objection raised, or some points mooted, which demand mquiry 
and further proceedings to be taken after the manner prescribed in the Act. 
The revenue officer will then have to do one of two things, namely :— 

(1.) To determine summarily the right to possession and deliver 
possession accordingly. 
(2.) To refer the matter in dispute to the principal civil court in the 

: : district. 

The object of this Act being to prevent, and not to foster, “civil 
litigation, the revenue officer is positively expected to undertake the sum- 
mary determination of disputes. regarding possession in all cases where 
he may deem that he can do so with advantage. I should hope that the 
vast majority of cases will fall within this category. He is not to trouble 
the civil court with a reference unless there be manifest advantage in that 
‘course. If, in every case of dispute, he were to refer to the civil court, 
litigation would be needlessly augmented, and the courts might become 
suddenly overwhelmed with business. Still, if, the dispute clearly be of that 
description which can be more properly determined by the civil court, then he 
must make the reference. I should hope, however, that these cases will prove 
to be comparatively few. 

im For the summary determination of possession, the revenue officer has 
power to summon the necessary witnesses together with the parties, He 
must be very careful in every case to fix an appropriate date for’ hearing 
when the ies and their witnesses can conveniently attend; and on that 
‘day he must without fail dispose of the case. He must so arrange the dates 
for hearing that”every~case may be disposed of on the day on which it is 
_ called, ayd the parties and their witnesses may never be kept waiting. I attach

By section 15 of the Act, it is ordered that the mouzahwar registers shall 
be kept according to local sub-divisions. I hope that the Board of Revenue 
may find it conyenient to fix these sub-divisions according to the thanas which 
have during recent years become the administrative units, and are now bette 
eeausieed Ve the people than the old pergunnahs. ’ 

The Board of Revenue will have to determine the language in which the 
registers are to be written. If the people shall for this purpose prefer to use 
English, of which the knowledge is so fast spreading, that will be well. The 
experience of other departments has shown that English is well suited for 

public registration in these provinces. 
"It is desired, and indeed expected, that the pepeteston sof all revenue- 

ing lands shall be made simultaneously in all the districts of Bengal and 
Be ar within the next few months; whether it need be made for the three 
districts of Orissa, which, being temporarily settled, ought already to have a 
tolerably sufficient registration, is a question on which the opinion of the Board 
of Revenue will be awaited. : 


Further, it is hoped that the registration of the revenue-free lands in all 

the districts will be done at the same time. But if in any district the Board of 
. Revenue find that it would be expedient to postpone this part of the general 
istration, this might be done; I. trust, however, that such postponement 

ill be very rare. 

In conclusion, I must reiterate the expression of my confidence in thé 
supervision to be exercised in this important matter by the Board of Revenue, 
and by the Member in charge, Mr. V. H. Schalch, who was among the originators 
of the legislation on this subject, and whose counsel was most useful during 
the passage of the Bill through the legislature.

The Annnal Administration Report of thé Commissi i ivisi 

for the year 1875.76 pol sioner of the Presidency Division 

This report is submitted by the present Commissioner, Mr. Buckland, who 
did not take charge of the division until towards the close of the year under 
review. Sir William Herschel was Commissioner for the first three months of 
the , and Lord Ulick Browne was in charge up to the 20th February last. 
In the 24-Pergunnahs district, and to a less degree in the Moorshedabad district, 
there were frequent changes in the office of Magistrate. Nuddea is the only 
district in the division in which the same officer held charge throughout the 
year. Notwithstanding, however, these unavoidable changes, and the dis- 
advantages under which the Commissioner has laboured, he has submitted a 
report which, the Lieutenant-Governor ackoowledges as being full of suggestive 
observations, the outcome of a wide and matured experience. 

. The work of the Presidency Commissioner is very onerous, In 
addition to the administration of four regular districts, there are the land 
revenue and excise of the town of Calcutta, and the settlement operations 

Yof the Commissioner of the Soonderbuns, as well as the administration of the 
Nuddea Rivers and Calcutta Canals, which are all under the control and super- 
vision of the Commissioner. It is proposed that the charge of the Soonder- 
bum Commissionership, or of the excise of Calcutta, might be conveniently 
placed under the Board of Revenue, and the Licutenant-Governor will consider 
whether sny steps can be taken towards relieving the Commissioner's office in 
these respects. 

8. The local officers appear to have adequatelff discharged their duties of 
travelling and inspection, Mr. Buckland well expresses the importance 
of the annual tour in,the interior of the district :—‘ Without a geographical 
knowledge of his district an officer must feel pec sae helpless; but 
having once gee mastered its geographical configuration, by visiting all 
the principa sub-divisions and police stations, and travelling over all the 

rincipal roads and rivers, he is enabled to fill in the map mentally, with the 
oe a that he has simultaneously acquired of the local wants and wishes, 
and of the varying character and characteristics of the people of all classes with 
whom he has made himself acquainted in the course of his tour.” The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor fully agrees with these remarks, and recognises that the district 
and sub-divisional officers in Bengal generally take their full share of duty on 
tour during the cold weather and other seasons. 

4. ~The rainfall during the year was plentiful and well distributed, and the 
rice harvest was abundant. Cholera was more prevalent than usual, but in other 
respects it is said’ that owing to the favourable circumstances of the season the 
material condition of the people is slowly and steadily improving, and that the 
year has shown a fair degree of progress. Mr. Smith, the Magistrate of 
essore, makes the following interesting remarks regarding the material condi- 
tion af the in his district :-—“ Increased resort to our schools shows 
that education is advancing. Increases under the different heads of revenue

And,again, the same Magistrate writes :—‘ The ge gee most important por. — 
tion of the population is the cultivating class, in whose material comfort and 
aed position there has lately been a marked improvement. ‘he price of 
rice has risen, or perhaps it would be more correct to say that the value of 
silver has fallen, and while the ryot gets a better return for hig crops, his 
rent has not risen in proportion, Tie general rise of prices does not very 
materially affect him ; for so long as he, has rice to support himself and his 
family, he does not much want anything else. The little garden attached to 
the compound of his house sunt him with vegetables, and the nearest river 
or pond yields him fish.” In the Jessore district, however, it must be remem- 
bered that the people are generally , better off than they are in other metro- 
politan districts. In the neighbouring district of Nuddea, for instance, there 
isno doubt that a wide spread indebtedness prevails among the peasantry. 
In Moorshedabad, also, the prosperity of the people is far less marked than 
it is in the Eastern and Deltaic districts of Bengal. 

_ 5. The Lieutenant-Governor has already expressed his belief that the 
depreciation in the value of silver has not yet affected the price paid for produce 
in the interior of the country; and though no doubt the lessened purchasing 
power of the rupee will ultimately influence favourably the position of the pro- 
ducer, whose wants are few and simple, it seems that the increased price of rice, 
which has been gradual for many years past, is due to intrinsic causes, such 
as pressure of population, a greater foreign demand, briskness of trade, and 
increased facilities of communication. In most parts of Bengal it was the 
case that, during the past year, after a favourable harvest, the prices of food 
were lower than they had been for some years previous. Evenat the present 
time the prices are lower than is usual at this season of the year and show no 
tendency to rise. The absolute value of the rupee has fallen; but it cannot be » 
said that this fall has yet been accompanied by any diminution of purchasing” 
power, so far as the grcat staples of local consumption are concérned. The 
rise in the value of produce from this cause must, however, only be a matter of 
time, and the higher prices now paid in Caleutta must soon influence the prices 
paid in the interior at the large marts, and at last affect even the petty transac- 
tions between the local dealers and the cultivators themselves. From an 
economic point of view, it nfast always be interesting to trace the effect of the fall 
_ in the value of silver as it gradually diffuses itself in India ; and the Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the attention of officers will continue to be drawn to the 
operation of this difficult but most important occult movement, which so vitally 
and in so many ways concerns the interests and welfare of the country.” 

6. The yield of indigo, which is a manufacture of first rate importance 
in the districts of Nuddea, Jessore, and Moorshedabad, was during the past year 
below the average. The outturn of the present season also has 
indifferent, except in Moorshedabad. The following statement shows the average 
estimated outturn of indigo-dye from the division, as contrasted with the actual 
outturn of the past three years according to Messrs. William Moran and Co.’s 
market report ;— . ;
